I was perusing some Club documents the other day and came across two letters about giving Honorary 
Membership to Mark Wilson, KIRO, currently a contributing editor for QST Magazine. Below is a letter 
from some prominent club members to the president asking to nominate Mark for honorary membership.

Subject: Nomination, Honorary Membership 


All too frequently in life, we tend to overlook the deserving and to procrastinate the obvious. This 
memo is an attempt to rectify one such shortcoming and certainly is long overdue. To wit, we wish to 
nominate Mark Wilson, K1RO, to Honorary Membership in GCARC. 


Mark began his ham career as a teenager by passing the Novice, then General Class licenses by 
faithfully attending the GCARC Code and Theory classes taught during the 1970's at Pitman High 
School. He received the call WB2OSQ, and quickly joined GCARC. He passed his Advanced ticket 
in 1974 and the Extra class in 1976, changing his call to AA2Z. Mark attended Temple University, 
graduating about 1981 with a degree in Journalism. During his Pitman High School years, he was 
very active with the Club serving as Field Day Band Chairman and, for several years, was Editor of 
Crosstalk doing an outstanding job for one so young. He was a very hard worker for the Club help- 
ing with the annual hamfests, Amateur Radio Week, every Field Day, parades, and the like. He de- 
veloped into a really first class CW operator and an avid contester winning many of the GCARC 
contesting awards and placing high nationally. 


In 1981, Mark joined the ARRL as Contest Editor for QST following graduation from college. He 
soon returned to Southern New Jersey when asked to present a forum on DX and contesting at the 
1982 GCARC hamfest. He quickly rose through the ranks at ARRL in turn serving as Assistant Man- 
aging Editor, Managing Editor, and, for the past four years, as Editor of QST, and Manager of Pub- 
lications, a most responsible and senior position. 


From his lofty perch up in Newington, Mark, nevertheless, has demonstrated repetitively that he al- 
ways has time to personally assist and intercede on behalf of his GCARC friends back in New Jer- 
sey. He is loved and respected by all at the League and by all hams that know him. Mark probably 
wears the mantle as the most famous and respected ham from the ranks of GCARC, and he contin- 
ues to reflect much credit and honor to our Club. It seems only fitting and right that GCARC so 
honor Mark by presenting him with an Honorary Membership in our Club. This we respectfully urge 
the Board of Directors to favorably consider and to present to the membership at the next earliest 
meeting to be acted thereupon by a majority of voting members in attendance as stipulated by our 
Club Constitution. We thank the Board for their prompt and favorable action in this matter. 


Mark’s Honorary Membership was approved by the Board of Directors on September 15, 1997 and by the General 
Membership on October 1, 1997. He attended the February 3, 1998 General Membership Meeting where received his 
Honorary Membership.

SPACE ARL ARLS008 CubeSats to Deploy from International Space Station on July 13 
Japan's space agency JAXA has announced that nine CubeSats will be deployed from the International 
Space Station on July 13. Three of the satellites - EnduroSat AD, EQUISat, and MemSat - will transmit 


telemetry in the 70-centimeter Amateur Radio band. EnduroSat AD will transmit on 437.050 MHz (CW, 
9.6 kB GFSK); EQUISat will transmit on 435.550 MHz (CW, 9.6 kB FSK), and MemSat will transmit on 


437.350 MHz (9.6 kB BPSK).

Noctilucent Clouds (NLC) 
By Jim Wright, N2GXJ 


3 Forming sometimes more than 50 miles up above the Earth’s surface, higher than any other 
clouds in the Earth’s atmosphere, noctilucent clouds (NLC) are a not fully understood phe- 
(74 nomenon. Thought to be caused by meteors hitting the upper Earth’s atmosphere, here in 

~~ North America, they are rare to be seen. When they form, they are generally only visible at 
high latitudes in the summer months when illuminated by sunlight from below the horizon, while the 
lower layers of the atmosphere are in Earth’s shadow. I often read about sightings of these clouds on 
spaceweather.com, but on only one occasion had I seen them before. On July 6", I had the good fortune 
of having a north-facing window seat on an overnight business flight to Europe. The days are long in the 
northern circle route latitudes the plane was flying in, but curious, just after midnight, I took a peek out of 
the window, just to see what might be there to be seen. Flying high above the normal clouds, I had an un- 
obstructed view into the upper atmosphere in the direction above the North Pole. Yes! There were NLC! I 
brought out my camera and tried, best I could to get a picture or two though the window. The photos do 
not do it justice, but basically this is what I saw: 


Over the next hour, I continued to watch and wonder about these faint electric blue waves in the sky. For 
example, I was wondering, might it be possible for Amateur Radio Operators to bounce UHF/VHF or mi- 
crowave signals off of NLC to achieve long distance contacts on high bands into Europe? Later, I checked 
on some message boards, but there’s not much said about this. We know meteor scatter communication 
can work. What about NLC scatter? Does anyone have more thoughts on this?

The Marine Corps Barracks in baa hon DC

? Warning: This article is NOT about Ham Radio, 
it is unabashedly patriotic. It is also about the big- 
gest entertainment value in the United States. 


Background: 

In 1801 President Thomas Jefferson observed that a detachment 
of Marines stationed in Washington, DC would be a good idea. 
Shortly thereafter President Jefferson and Lt. Col. William Ward 
Burrows, the second commandant of the Marine Corps rode on 
horseback in search of a location. 


Marine Barracks Washington, D.C., also known as ng'h & J," is the oldest active post in the Marine Corps. 
Located on the corners of 8" & I Streets in southeast Washington, D.C., the Barracks supports both cere- 
monial and security missions in the nation's capital. 


The Barracks is home to many nationally recognized units, including the Marine Corps Silent Drill Pla- 
toon, the Marine Drum and Bugle Corps, the Marine Band, the official Marine Corps Color Guard, and the 
Marine Corps Body Bearers. It is also the site of the Home of the Commandants, which, along with the 
Barracks, is a registered national historic landmark. 


The flag that originally flew over the Barracks when it open in 1801 and that flies over the Barracks dur- 
ing the Daily Parade is also known as the Star Spangled Banner Flag. 


The 15-star, 15-stripe was immortalized by Francis Scott Key 
during the bombardment of Fort McHenry, September 13, 
1814. The image to the left is representative of the actual flag 
that flew over Fort McHenry on that day. You can notice the 
"tilt" in some of the stars just as in the original Star Spangled 
Banner. 


The Star Spangled Banner Flag: 
This Flag became the Official United States Flag on May 1, 1795 and lasted for 23 years. The five Presi- 


dents who served under this flag were; George Washington (1789-1797), John Adams (1797-1801), Tho- 
mas Jefferson (1801-1809), James Madison (1809-1817), and James Monroe (1817-1825).

The ceremony starts at 8:45 p.m., beginning with a concert by the United States Marine Band. The Eve- 
ning Parade, held every Friday evening during the summer, has become a universal symbol of the profes- 
sionalism, discipline, and Esprit de Corps of the United States Marines. 


Evening of the Parade Information: 

Guests with reservations are admitted beginning at 7:00 p.m. and should arrive no later than 7:45 p.m. 
Guests with reservations that arrive after 8:00 p.m. are not guaranteed their reserved seating. There is no 
charge for admission. At the time the reservation is confirmed, a numbered admission gate is assigned to 
which guests should report on the evening of the parade. At 8:00 p.m., guests without reservations who are 
waiting in the General Admission line outside the Main Gate of the Barracks are offered the unclaimed 
seats. As a security precaution, all guests entering the Barracks pass through magnetic detection devices. 


No weapons of any kind, including knives, are allowed inside the Barracks. No food or beverages are per- 
mitted with the exception of water and baby food/bottles. 


History of the Evening Parade: 
The "Oldest Post of the Corps," was established in 1801, and has performed military reviews and ceremo- 
nies since its founding. The present-day Evening Parade was first conducted on July 5, 1957. 


The presidential inaugurations and specific occasions prompted the parades and ceremonies conducted at 
the Barracks during the early 1900s. The traditional reveille and morning muster parades were conducted 
with varying frequency at the post, and they eventually resulted in more formalized ceremonies. In 1934, 
when Major General John H. Russell, Jr. was the 16 Commandant of the Marine Corps, the Barracks ini- 
tiated its first season of regularly scheduled weekly parades. The parades were conducted in the late after- 
noon, usually on Mondays or Thursdays and varied from 4 to 5:30 p.m. The parades were commonly re- 
ferred to as "Sunset Parades." The ceremonies were conducted from April to November, concluding the 
week of the Marine Corps Birthday, November 10". 


The basic format for today's Evening Parade was similar to that envisioned and directed by Colonel Emile 
P. Moses and Major Lemuel C. Shepherd Jr., Marine Barracks' Commanding Officer and Executive Offi- 
cer respectively, in 1934. Colonel Moses and Major Shepherd (who later became the 20 Commandant of 
the Marine Corps), sighted the symmetry of the parade deck: Bordered on its long axis by graceful maple 
trees and shrubs fronting officer's row and the barracks' administrative offices, to the north of the pictur- 
esque home of the Commandant, and to the south the Marine Band Hall made famous by the immortal 
John Philip Sousa. They conceived a balanced pageant that would perfectly match the splendor of its old 
fashioned setting. The shadowy arcade was envisioned by Major Shepherd, "as wings to a stage, a runway 
from which Marines would march to their places on the parade deck." 


Using the resplendent setting of the Barracks, wistful imagination and the Marines' flare for showmanship, 
the parades were to be a showcase for the ceremonial prowess of Marines and the musical eminence of the 
U.S. Marine Band, which had achieved international renown under the premier military band leader of all 
time, John Philip Sousa. 


In planning the parade sequence and format, Colonel Leonard F. Chapman Jr., the future 24 Comman- 
dant of the Marine Corps, insisted that the parade adhere to strict regulations. The parade drill would be 
without fancy theatrics, which frequently characterized drill routines of that period. Since its inception, the

heritage is entwined with former military rituals such as tattoo, retreat, and lowering of the colors ceremo- 
nies. The Evening Parade is offered solely to express the dignity and pride that represents more than two 
centuries of heritage for all Americans.

Collegiate QSO Party to Debut in September 


ARRL's Collegiate Amateur Radio Initiative (CARI) 


(https://www.facebook.com/groups/ARRLCARI) will sponsor 
the first Collegiate QSO Party (http://www.gatorradio.org/ 
collegiate.html) in mid-September, just as the fall semester gets 
under way. The new operating event is part of the larger effort to 
promote a renaissance of Amateur Radio clubs on college and uni- 
versity campuses. 


"Discussion of this sort of event has come up in multiple forums at 
hamfests," the Milluzzi brothers - Andy, KK4LWR, and Tony, 
KD8RTT - told ARRL. "It gained more interest in the last couple of 
years and was a hot topic of debate at the ARRL Collegiate Ama- 
teur Radio Initiative Forum at Hamvention® this past May. The rules were formulated by current students, 
faculty, and alumni of collegiate clubs. We are excited to see things materialize and are happy to help or- 
ganize the event." 


The inaugural Collegiate QSO Party will begin on Saturday, September 15, at 0000 UTC and continue un- 
til Sunday, September 16, at 2359 UTC. Using phone, CW, or digital modes, participants will exchange 
call sign, college/university name, or abbreviation and mascot, and operating class "Existing contests are 
great for club activity, but there is a critical need to get collegiate stations on the air early in the semester 
and drum up attention," Andy Milluzzi said. He said the ARRL School Club Roundup (SCR) (http:// 
www.arrl.org/school-club-roundup) has been popular with college students, but it's later in the semester, 
when college students are more deeply involved with their studies. The Society of Midwest Contesters 
also created the North American Collegiate Championship in conjunction with the North American QSO 
Party (NAQP) (http://ncjweb.com/naqp) SSB event. Andy Milluzzi said the Collegiate QSO Party hopes 
to capitalize on the success of both events. 


In a nutshell, the concept is an Amateur Radio operating event that focuses on collegiate Amateur Radio, 
with the goal of promoting student activity, alumni engagement, and community awareness. The contest is 
open to all radio amateurs, including school clubs from around the world, the Milluzzis said. There is no 
explicit bonus for DX and no US-specific awards. Points may be earned by individuals, clubs, and colle- 
giate stations. New hams are welcome and collegiate clubs are encouraged to accommodate newcomers. 
Full details on the Collegiate QSO Party will appear in the September 2018 issue of QST.

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NIST FY 2019 Budget Would Eliminate WWV and WWVH 
August 11, 2018 


The National Institute of Standards and Technology (NIST) FY 2019 budget request includes shutting 
down “NIST radio stations in Colorado and Hawaii” - in other words, WWV and WWVH. Radio ama- 
teurs, HF listeners, and others around the world routinely make use of the time and frequency standard sig- 
nals, which also include propagation information. NIST said eliminating funding currently “supporting 
fundamental measurement dissemination” would include putting WWV and WWVH off the air for a sav- 
ing of $6.3 million. The NIST FY 2019 budget request for efforts related to Fundamental Measurement, 
Quantum Science and Measurement Dissemination is $127 million, which, the agency said, is a net de- 
crease of $49 million from FY 2018 levels. The Administration's overall NIST budget request is more than 
$629 million. 


“The proposed reductions will allow NIST to consolidate and focus on narrower core [fundamental] meas- 
urement programs while meeting budget levels,” the agency said in its FY 2019 budget summary. “NIST 
will focus on basic research while reducing funding for efforts applying some of its breakthroughs into 
new measurement applications. 


The FY 2019 proposed budget cuts developed earlier this year came to light via Tom Witherspoon, 
K4SWL, who maintains The SWLing Post website, after a number of viewers called it to his attention. 
He posted an article on his blog. 


“T’ve always considered WWV and WWVH to be the heartbeat of the shortwaves here in North America 
—a constant, timely companion and brilliant gauge of HF propagation,” Witherspoon wrote. I assumed 
both stations would be some of the last to go silent on the shortwaves.” 


NIST said other “illustrative” cuts in the FY 2019 budget include : 

e $3.5 million for Lab to Market, which seeks to accelerate technology transfer from federal laboratories 

e $6.6 million in environmental measurements projects across NIST laboratories, including work meas- 
uring the impact of aerosols on pollution and climate change, and gas reference materials used by in- 
dustry to reduce costs of complying with regulations 

e $5.8 million eliminating the NIST Greenhouse Gas (GHG) Measurements program, including Urban 
Dome research grants to advance the direct measurement of GHG emissions on the scale of cities or 
regions. 

e $6.7 million in forensic science, reducing the program size to $7.3 million by prioritizing measurement 
science in the NIST labs and eliminating program management functions and external grants for the 
Organization of Scientific Area Committees for Forensic Science and the Forensic Science Center of 
Excellence 

e $4.1 million in R&D targeting application of NIST quantum breakthroughs to applied measurement 
needs, including temperature and atmospheric gas metrology 


“T find this budget request very disappointing,” Witherspoon said with respect to the proposed elimination 
of WWV and WWVH. “Let’s hope, somehow, this does not come to fruition.” He said The SWLing Post 
would be tracking and posting any new developments.
